From the Summer 1754, a War with 
France was foreſeen ; daily Accounts ar- 
riving of the French Encroachments and 
Depredations; numerous Complaints were 
made upon the Subje& by the Earl of 
Albemarle, the Britiſb Ambaflador at the 
Court of France; but that; Nobleman 
was too much addicted to Pleaſure to 
dwell any Time upon a Matter of Im- 
portance, He was cajoled by the French 
Nobility, and ſo much taken up with 
the new Faſhions, and the ſeveral Modes 
de Paris, that he did not purſue with 
any Eagerneſs, that which might be of 
the laſt Conſequence to the Nation he 
repreſented. Fat 
. Ay Negotiations were fruitleſs, and 
the News - Writers of London had got 
a proper Subject to work on for vending 
their Papers, the HBritiſb Court ſent out 
ſome Forces in the Summer, 1755, un- 
der the Command of General A 
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who by his Obſtinacy and Harſhneſs to 
the Men, more than from any Superi- 


btity of Skill, or Strength in the Enemy, 


was defeated by a Party of „ and 
Dualen and killed upon the 8 | 


| This Loſs, thoug h ſmall in itſelf, was 
yet the Cauſe of the War; France roſe 
in her Demands, while the Court of Great 
Britain tefuſed to renounce the leaſt of 
her Pretenſions, and gave Orders for 


ſeizing the French Ships of War and 


Merchantmen upon the open Seas. This 
was called, by the Court of ' Verſailles, 
no leſs than an open Pyracy, and their 
Ambaſſadors at the different Courts of 
lads - loudly” complained of it. 


War being inevitable, and the King 


having given Encouragement, by his 


Royal Declaration, for fitting out Pri- 
vateers for cruiſing on the Ships of the 
Enemy : Numbers of People joined in 
the Scheme, purchaſed proper Veſſels for 
the Purpoſe, among which the Ham-

derable Time, and always was compoſed of 
Gentlemen of the beſt Character, and 
Addreſs, none being admitted but Per- 
ſons of Reputation - and Loyalty; nor 
indeed were the Members of it ever more 
remarkable for true Revolution' Princi- 
ples, than thoſe of whom it conſiſts at 
this very Time, Few Nights 
out concerting ſome Good for 13 Sake 
of the Publick.

The Propoſal was fr made by Wir-- 
LIAM SMITH, Eſq; a Gentleman of 


real Worth and Character, and ſuffici- 
ently known for his liberal Donations to 
the Poor; the Scheme was reliſhed by 
the whole Company: And Mr. Tor- 
ington, who lives at preſent in Chel- 


ſea, having informed them, that - the 
Flamborough Man of War, then in his 
'Fallfftion, Was a Prime Sailor, for ſhe 
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. 
frequently runs, with crowded Sails and 
a fair Wind, fourteen Knots an Hour; it 
was agreed to purchaſe her of him, while 
he himſelf became a Sharer. 1 


On the Seventeenth of July, ſhe was 
put into Commiſſion at Deprſord, and 
entirely fitted up for the Service ; being 
careened and duly prepared with every 
Thing neceſſary, Spectators crowded from 
all Parts to fee her. The Gentlemen 
Proprietors brought down their Ladies 
and Daughters, who were handſomely 
entertained on Board, and every Perſon 
honoured the Captain with their Appro- 
bation ; for the Veſſel was not only fit- 
ted up, but 'every Thing on board her 
was new. She mounted Twenty-eight 
Guns, Twenty of which were Nine 
Pounders, and Eight of Four; as alſo 
Sixteen Swivels, with Two Hundred and 
Eight Men, commanded by Captain 
William Foſter, a Gentleman, who by 
his Merit only, attained to his preſent 
Station, G 


He was Cockſwain on board the Defiance 
Man of War, commanded by Captain 
Greenville, who was killed in the Engage- 
ment between the French, under M. de 
Jonguiere, and Sir Peter Warren, for 
Lord Anſon had no Hand in the Mat- 

. wes "gs,

ter; “ on the third of May, 1746, Here 
Mr. Foſter's Brayery was taken par- 
ticular Notice of, not only by the Gaps 
tain, but by the other Officers. And on 
his arrival at Portſmouth, he was pro- 
moted to the Command. of the Veſſel, 


which is our preſent Subject, and is of 


Four Hundred and Forty Tons. 


Every Thing being ready, ſhe ſet fail 
from Depiford on Friday the 17th Day 
of September, 1756, between Twelve and 
One o'Clock, amidſt the loudeſt Acla- 
mations, the moſt jovial Chears and Huz- 
zas; in four Hours arrived at the Hope, 
about four Miles from hrs Ges where 
the Advance-Money was pai to the Sai- 


lors, and to the Marines. Every one of 


the former receiving Five Guineas, and 
the latter two. She had fix. Months 
Proviſion, all of the product of Middle- 
fex and Kent, generally ſupplied from the 


Eſtates of the Proprietors : There was 
not the leaſt Thing in, or about her, but 


what was entirely Engliſh. =

That Morning he defired a Council of War, 
but Sir PETER told him, . There are French

After waiting five Days at the Hope, 
the Veſſel ſet out for Margate, where, in 
about eighteen Hours, ſhe arrived, and 
the next Day, weighing Anchor, failed 
through the Downs, and has never ſince 
been at an Anchor in any Port belonging 
to the Britiſh Dominions. 


In about twelve Days and an half, 
from the 'Twenty-ſecond of September, 
the cleared the Land's End of England, 

and failed a, South-Weſt Courſe, which 
was frequently interrupted by thwarting 

Currents, and by contrary Winds. How- 
ever,, nothing could break the Courage 
of Captain Fofter, or fink the Reſolu- 
tion of Mr. Robinſon, the firſt Lieu- 
tenant, nor yet of Mr, Merr:field, the ſe- 
cond, who is at preſent Captain of the 
Blenheim Privateer of 30 Guns; but above 
all, nothing could intimidate the brave and 
reſolute Tars, who did not continue long 
without a Booty for their further En- 
couragement ; for between five and fix 
o'Clock, of the Sunday Morning, being 
the tenth Day from clearing the Land's 
End, a Sail was diſcovered right a-head, 
with the Wind upon the Privateer's 
Quarter, being then in Lat. 43% 12, 
and 100 Leagues Weſt of Liſbon. The 
Tars, on hearing the News, raiſed a 

chear-

7 chearful Huzza | every Man had a Glaſo 
of Engliſb Brandy, and a Biſcuit given 
him, and with a large Wind they bore 
down upon the Prize, which fled as faſt 
as poſſible, but to little Purpoſe, for the 
Privateer gained Way ; and about twelve 
o'Clock, being come within Gun-ſhot, 
the French Colours were. taken dowh, 
and thoſe of England erected. A Bow 
Chaſe Gun was Fired, and the Men on 
board could ſee the Ball drop within two 

Foot of the Veſſel : Another was in- 
ſtantly diſcharged, but did no Execution. 
However, the Antigallican was quickly 
within Piſtol-ſhot of her Prize, then ad- 
vanced under her Lee-Bow, and running 
along-ſide of her, the Frenchman fired 
a fall broad-ſide into her. Our Top-ſails 
was quickly backed, we raked her afore 
and aft, wounded her Maſt, and one of 
her Hands, on Which ſhe ſtruck. The 
Captain hoiſted out his Long- boat, and

The French Captain affected to put 
on an Air of Gaiety from the very 
Beginning; for having treated the En- 
gliſh Priſoners extreamly well, he made 
Uſe of them, gave every one of them 
two Shirts, two Jackets, two Pair of 
Stockings, two Caps, one Pair of Shoes, 

and a Pair of Trowſers, yea, and far- 
ther, gave them Coats belonging to him- 
ſelf, and his own Ship's Company ; for 
« ſaid he, I am ſoon to ſee more En- 
« gliſh, but you are my firſt Acquaint- 
Fe ances,” . 


The Priſoners, at firſt, wrought ſtoutly 
on the Quarter-Deck, but after firing 
the firſt Chaſe-Gun, they were put be- 
low the Hatches. The Captain himſelf 
was the firſt that informed them, That 
they were relieved: And opening the 
Hatch, he fays with a Smile, Come 
out Gentlemen, it be vel wit you, but 
il wit me.. 8 


Having come on board, and paid his 
Compliments to Captain Foffer, and 
the Lieutenants, and the Ship's Com- 
pany, he was courteouſly invited into

The Weather | now turning hazy and 
cold, Captain Fofter ordered to ſteer fur- 
ther South, and in about five Days, met 
with a Snow of. one hundred and eighty 
Tons, from Bourdeaux, laden with Wine, 
Bale. G Goods, Pitch, ind Diſtilled Wa- 
ters, valued at fifteen thouſand Pounds, 
With this Prize the Antigallican failed 
into Madeira, where ſhe continued for 
five Days, and then Ae her away for 
Antigua, | | 


Then weighing Anchor from Madeira, . 
ſhe ſteeged North-Eaſt, and in a Fort- 
nights Time, was chaſed by two. Men, 
of War, one a Ship of fixty Gans, and 
the other a Frigate of thirty, which cer- 
tainly would have taken her, had not a 
Calm come on, by which Means ſhe 
plyed her Oars and got off. |

Next Day ſhe ſpoke with a Dutcl 
Man, who informed Captain Fofter of 
the Duke de Penthievre India Man, _— 
whom ſhe had ſpoke in Lat. 39 20' 
three Days before. The News was . 
municated to the Crew, who heard it 
joyfully, and behaved with a true Anti- 
gallican Spirit as will appear from the 
following Journal. | 


On December 10. ah off the 
Coaſt of Galicia in Spain, at nag of in the 
Morning diſcovered a Sail ſtanding in;

5 Diſtreſs being ſo great, the Prize not 


(ering, all her Sails in Pieces and our 
Ships ſo leaky, that the Pump was al- 
moſt canſtantly going, our Bread almoſt 
expended, nd. not above ten Days Pro- 
viſions left; beſides receiving Advice 


" by the St. Alban's Man of War of five 


Sail of French Men of War to convoy 
their Indiamen home: For theſe Rea- 
ſons we went to Cadrz. 


On the 23d we arrived at Cadiz, but 
were obliged to perform Quarentine for 
| three Days. ee e 


= On the 27th the Conſul, Vice Conſul, 
and his Clerk came on board, and took 

the French Officers Depoſition, who 
wrote them themſelves, and in the 
French Language, who among other 
W Things volunttaily declared on Oath, 
chat when they engaged us, they were 
| diſtant from the Light-houſe of Corunna 
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between two or three Leagues; that they 
did not ſee any Fort, Land, or bear 
any Guns fired. | 


On the 11 th 125 1 we had 
Le from Admiral Navarro, the ſame 


who. commanded the Royal Philip, off ! 


Toulon, Anno 1744, for . our. Ship. to 
go to the Caraccas, to be reſitted at 
the King's, Dock ; the Prize remained 
in Cadiz Bay ſafely. moored, . with ſome 
of our. own Officers and Crew, till her 


Condemnation arrived from Gibraltar. 


On the 19th the Governor ſent for 
the Conſul, and told him he was obli- 
ged to ſend Troops aboard. the Prize, 
having received Orders from Court to 
detain. her. The _ Conſul - (Mr, Gold/- 
worthy) proteſted. againſt it in the ſtrong- 
eſt Manner, as it was contrary to our 
Treaties, and an open Violation of the 
Law of Nations, The Governor -or- 
dered all the Artillery on the Walls to 
be loaded, Gunners with their Matches 
lighted, fix Companies of Grenadiers 
ordered to be* ready with 19 Rounds 
of Shot, two. Companies took Poſſeſſion 
of the Prize, ſeized our Arms, Maga- 


Zines, &c. two other Companies marched

March 2, The SW 1 bog öde 
che Prize, and the Frigate on her Bow, 
ſent an Officer on board and ordered 
the Engliſb Colours to be ſtruck, which 
the Captain forbid ; but at the ſamo 
Time offered to receive thirty ar forty 
of the Spaniards on board, till che Af. 
fair was decided at Madrid. Which be 
refuſed ; and at Ten both 'the Spant 
Ships began to fire, and continued, with 
the lower Deck with round Shot and 
Grape, for three Quarters of an Hour. 
At the ſecond Broadſide qur Colours 
were ſhot away; they ſtill continued 
firing for Half an Hour after, and kil- 
led one Seaman, and wounded ſeven, 
five of whom are. fince dead. The 
Prize never gel a Gun, nor mide 
any Reſiſtance. An Officer came on 
board, and took gur Captain on board 
the Commodore, and ſent bim aſhore. 
The Captain, with Conſul Goldfworthy, 
waited ' on the 9 to TER” his 
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March 3. In the Morning ſome 
Shaniſh Troops were ſent on board the 
Prize, with the Town - Major, the 
French Conſul, and Monſ. Roſe, her 
late Supercargo, and ſent all our Offi- 
cer and Crew aſhore, where they were 
received by Soldiers, and conducted 
inſtantly, to Priſon, or rather to a 
Dungeon ; and a little Time after they 
ſeiz'd Capt. Foſter, at our worthy Conſul's 
Houſe and carried him to the ſame 
Priſon, withont any Proviſions or Ne- 
ceſſaries, but what the Conſul ſupplied 
us with.

On the th, a Courier arrived from 
Sir Benjamin Keene, our Ambaſſador at 
Madrid with an Order to our Conſul, 
from. Mr. Vall, the Spaniſh Miniſter, 
to the Governor of Cadix, to ſtop 
* all Proceedings whatſoever againſt the 
Prize,“ upon which the Captain and 
Crew were diſcharged from Priſon ; 
«and to conſult with our Conſul alone, 
and to let her remain in our Poſſeſſion, 
„but not to ſuffer her to depart from 
this Port till further Orders; upon 
which our Conſal demaned Re- poſſeſſion 
of the Prize, which was refuſed.

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On the 6th Condemnation of the 
Prize atrived from Gibraltar, and was 
condemn'd only by the Depoſitions of 
the French Officers on the 28th of Fe- 
bruary, being two Days before ſhe was 
forced from us. 


From this Account one muſt be ſen- 
ſibly affected with the great Diſappoint- 
ment the Proprietors, and all concerned, 
met with. 


On firſt hearing the News, ſome of 
the Proprietors waited on Mr. Piti, the 
Secretary of State, who from his uſual 
Regard for the Honour and Intereſt of 
his Country, laid the Matter before the 
King, without loſing a Moment. His 
Majeſty truly concerned for the Dignity 
of his Crown, and Proſperity of his Sub- 
jects, ordered a Courrier to be diſpatched 
to Madrid, with Inſtructions to the Bri- 
tiſh Ambaſſador, to expoſtulate upon the 
Affair. 6 


His Excellency, on receiving the Pac- 
ket, preſented a Memorial to Don Ri- 
cardo Wall, who had been Miniſter from 
Spain to the Court of Londen for ſeveral

Years, and he laid the ſame before the 
King his Maſter, who had received two 


Memorials on the Side of the F rench 
ſome Days beiore. 


The Abbot Friſchman, the French 
Ambaſſador, was ailiduous with the 
Members of the Sani“ Miniſtry ; and 
much about the Time that Sir Benjamin 
Keen gave in his Memorial, he reſented 
a Paper containing the Hepoftiogs of 
ſome French Soldiers in the Service of 
Spain, and of the Maſter and Crew of a 
Felucca, juſt come from Rochefort, as it 
ſent for the very Purpoſe.:

« all, and in a little Time after ſaw two

The Evidence of the Centinels was 
corroborated by the Maſter and Crew of 
the Felucca, who ſwore poſitively, © That 

as they, on the twenty-ſixth of De- 
* cember, were entering the Mouth of the 
* Caracca, the River near which Cadiz 
e ſtands, they ſaw a Sail, which they 
took to be a Privateer ſteering to the 
<« South-Weſt, and that in a ſhort Time 
« after, they heard a terrible firing, 
* which was ſometimes intermitted, and 
; entirely ceaſed about three & Clock, 
e and that the Privateer was within two 
Leagues and an half of Fort Corunna, 
* when the firing begun.“ 


So ſudden a Contradiction to what had 
been repreſented a few Hours before, 


created no ſmall Uncdfineh in the Mind 
nk 
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of the Catholic King, who hovering be- 
tween two Opinions, commanded M. 
Wall to iſſue out the Order already men- 
tioned, and at the ſame Time to inti- 
mate to Mr. Keen, That the Prize was 
te to be detained only till a ſtrict Enquiry 


tt could be made into the Merits of the 
«© Cauſe.” 


In the mean while the native Spa- 
niards behaved very obligingly to the 
Crew and offered them ſuch little Civi- 
lities as lay in their Power, and in a 


manner appeared ſorry for our Diſappoint- 
ment, 


Witneſſes have been examined on 
the Subject; but the French Soldiers in 
Garriſon have, without heſitating a Mo - 
ment, ſaid and ſwore, as directed. How - 
ever the Ship's Journal, compared with 
that of the Anti gallican, determined the 
Affair, and to the Honour of the French 
Officers on board, they generouſly ac- 
knowledged, that the Penthievre was 
ſeveral Leagues diſtant from Cadiz * 
when the Antigallican engaged her.

There is no aſcertaining Diſtances at Sea, 
except by tedious Operations. 
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Every Perſon who wiſhes well to his 
Majeſty's Perſon and Government, cane 
not fail of being filled with. Joy at the 
Event; for the Prize is a Ship of a 
Thouſand Tons, and , fought deſperately 
for Three Hours, before ſhe ſtruck , 
killed eleven Hands, among whom Mr, 
Thorp, Lieutenant of Marines, and Maſ- 
ter at Arms, who kept the Ship in the 
Broad Way, Weſtminſter ; as boarding the 
Veſſel, he was cut by a Scymeter, from 
the Breaſt down to the Navel, yet ſur- 
vived to kill his Antagoniſt, and another 
Frenchman.
